CHAPTER  IsT, 
OF  MEMBERS. 

Sso.  1.— .The  Members  of  this  Corporation  shall  pay 
an  annual  contribution  of  one  pound  ten  shillings,  to  be 
paid  in  advance,  thft  first  Mon  lay  in  April  in  each  year. 

Sec.  2.— No  Member  shall  be  permitted  to  vote  on  any 
question,  until  he  shall  have  signed  the  ByeLaws  and 
ReguUtions  of  the  Corporation. 

Sec.  3.— No  Member  whose  annual  contribution  shall  be 
inarrear  for  one  year,  shall  be  eligible  to  office,  or  to  vote 
at  any  Meeting  of  the  Corporation ;  and,  should  such  con- 
tribution remain  unpaid  for  two  years,  the  Member  shall 
be  personally  notified  to  pay  the  same  within  twenty  days ; 
should  the  same  remain  unpaid  after  such  notice,  such 
Member  may  be  expelled  the  Board  at  any  regular  Monthly 
Meeting  thereof.  No  Member  who  shall  have  been  expelled 
shall  be  readmitted  unless  the  arrears  due  by  him  at  the 
time  of  expulsion  shall  be  paid,  and  with  the  unanimous 
consent  of  the  Members  of  the  Corporation  then  met  for 
the  purpose  of  election. 
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Sbo.4.— Any  lf«iiibcr  nnIim  -IkiII  iviusin  or  neglect  to 
comply  vviih  ilu  iJyo-Laws  and  id  :; illations,  may  be  ex- 
pelled by  tiio  vote  of  tlircefourllis  uf  the  Members  present 
at  an  Extraortlinary  Meettn<;  to  be  belt!  fur  that  purpose, 
or  at  an  Oriiiiiary  Mcetio;;,  provided  the  same  bo  notified 
the  previous  Meeting,  and  the  said  negicci  of  such  Member 
bo  posted  up  at  the  usual  place  of  Meeting  at  least  fifteen 
days  previously. 

Sec.  5.— Every  Member  who  shall  bo  absent  from  the 
Province  for  more  than  a  year  sliall  pay  only  the  sum  of 
fifteen  shillings  per  annum  lor  every  year  he  may  have  been 
so  absent,  to  bo  paid  within  three  months  of  his  return. 
His  neglect  to  pay  the  same,  shall  be  considered  as  bis 
withdrawal  from  Mcmbcrsltip  on  the  day  of  his  departure 
from  the  Province. 

Sec.  C. — Every  Member  who  may  wish  to  withdraw 
from  the  Corporation  shall  give  notice  thereof  in  writing, 
but  his  wish  shall  not  bo  acceded  to,  until  he  shall  have 
paid  up  his  subscription  to  the  expiration  of  the  year  In 
which  the  application  to  withdraw  shall  have  been  made. 
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CHAPTER  2nd, 
OF  OFFICERS. 


Sec.  I.— It  shall  be  the  duly  of  the  Presiding  Oflicer 
when  in  the  Chair,  at  any  Meeting  to  regulate  the  order 
thereof,  to  inform  the  Board  of  the  proceedings  since  the 
last  Meeting,  to  causc  t!»c  lU'ports  of  tlie  Count  jl  and  other 
communications  to  be  read,  and  if  needful,  acknowlc<!ged, 
to  receive  and  put  motions,  and  to  announce  to  the  Meet- 
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II'.'  'hall  iwrcj)  Diilci,  liiil  ail  a|i|H';il  may    \n'   had,   ri(nii  ilir 
decision  of  tlio  Chaii,  lo  ih^  Menibcra  present. 

Sec.  2. — Tlio  Treasurer  s-liall  have  the  charge  of  all  the 
monies  belonging  to  the  Corporation,  and  shall  see  that  the 
Officer  Appointed  by  the  Council  of  the  Hoard  Id  make 
Collections,  does  his  duly  as  such  Collector,  and  all  monies 
received  by  such  Collector  or  otherways  for  account  of  the 
Corporation  shall  bo  paid  over  to  tlio  Treasurer  wfio  shall 
receive  the  same. 

And  out  of  such  receipts  he  shall  pay  all  accounts 
approved  of  by  the  Council,  and  keep  a  regular  account  of 
the  income  and  expenditure  of  the  Corporation,  M*hicli 
shall  be  laid  on  the  Tabic  at  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the 
Corporation  held  on  the  first  Alonday  in  April,  or  at  any 
other  time  that  he  may  bo  required  by  the  Corporation  to 
do  so. 


CHAPTER  3rd. 
OF  THE  COUNCIL. 


i$£C.  I. — The  Council  of  this  Corporation,  as  constituted 
by  the  Act  of  Incorporation,  shall  have  the  sole  manage- 
ment of  at!  and  every,  the  real  and  immovable  property 
which  njay  now,  or  hereafter,  be  acquired  by  the  Corpora- 
tion, and  shall  have  power  to  autiiorize  the  President,  or 
in  his  absence  tijc  Vice  President,  to  grant  a  lease,  »»r  leases, 
of  all,  or  any,  of  the  houses,  buildings,  or  premises  of,  or 
belonging  to  the  Corporation,  for  such  term  of  years  And 
for  such  rent  or  sum  of  money,  as  to  the  said  Council  sbull 
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appear  juttt  At)  1  i'  i  n  i  i'  ,  nil  nioHt  lur  tbe  toterett  of  the 
Corporation;  and  ■hall  also  Iruin  liini;  to  liinc,  when 
rcM^uisiiO,  Uari^iiiii  and  contract  for,  and  have  power  to 
authorize  the  Presideul,  ur  Vice  Pre:?idciit,  lo  aci  i'|iL  u 
deed  of  sale,  or  lei^se,  of  all  such  houst^  iMiildiu^;!!,  or 
premises,  as  may  bo  requisite  and  necessary  loi  tho  prcMM- 
cution  of  the  objects  of  the  Corporation,  on  sucii  terms, 
and  conditions,  nnd  in  case  of  a  deed  of  lease,  for  such 
period,  as  the  said  Council  in  their  discretion  shall  see  fit 

Sec.  S.-~ Tho  Council  shall  conduct  all  the  business  of 
the  Co.-porraion,  reporting  its  proceedings  at  each  Ordinary 
Meeting  for  approval. 

Sec.  3.—- The  Council  can  appoint  a  Secretary  or  other 
Ofliccrs,  and  regulate  his,  or  tlicir  salary  or  salaries. 

Sec.  4. — The  Council  can  draw  up  Petitions,  and  either 
forward  them  at  once,  or,  tfthcy  think  proper  refer  !he  same 
to  tho  Corporation  at  cither  a  Genera*  or  Special  Meeting. 
They  shall,  if  required  hy  the  Corporation,  draw  up  and 
forward  »uch  Petitions  as  the  Corporation  may  agree  upon 
at  any  regular  Meeting.  All  Petitions  to  be  signed  by  the 
President  or  Vice  President,  countersigned  by  the  Secre* 
tary  if  there  be  one,  wit!)  the  Seal  of  the  Corporation. 

S£c.  5. — ^The  Council  shall  have  full  powers  to  appoint 
Committees,  who  shall  report  proceedings  to  the  Council. 


CHAPTER  4tm. 
OF  COUNCIL  MEETINGS. 

Sec.  I.— The  Council  shall  meet  every  Tuesday. 

Sec  2.— Every  Member  of  the  Council  who  may  have 
occasion  to  speak  shall  rise,  and  address  the  Chair.  All 
motions  shall  be  made  in  writing,  no  person  shall  interrupt 
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.mother   whi!''  -peaking,  and  ■"    |"  '  who  may  ha?*

4th1y.— All  Dpaft»  of  Letters,  Petitions,  or  By  (Laws  pn- 

pared  shall  be  read. 
5thly.— 'Motions,  if  any,  shall  be  made. 
Qtbly.— -A  motion  for  Adjournment  shall  hi  always  in  oi  h  t. 
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CHAPTER  5th, 
OF  THE  BOARD  OF  ARBTTR  A  ilON. 


Sso.  l.~Upon  a  Communication  being  received  by  the 
Council  through  their  Secretary  or  otherways,  of  matters 
requuing  to  be  adjusted  b>  the  Board  of  Arbitrntinn : 
the  Council  shall  summon  a  Meeting  of  such  Hoani  of 
Arbitration. 

Sec.  2.— Such  Board  of  Arbitration  at  such  Meetincr  shall 
then  appoint  a  Chairman,  and  shall  choose  liom  among 
their  MemberSr  whether  present  or  not,  throe  p<  > on^  (o 
act  as  Arbitrators,  taking  care  to  select  ii  po  sihliMuh  as 
may  be  best  acquainted  with  the  matter  to  be  decided  upon. 
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In  case  of  difficulty  arising  from  the  Board  not  agreeing  as 
to  the  persons  so  to  be  appointed,  a  Dallot  for  Three  Mem- 
bers sliall  be  taken,  who  unless  prevented  by  absence  from 
Montreal,  or  sickness,  shall  serve  oa  such  Board  under  a 
penalty  of  One  Pound  Cu-rency,  unless  he  shall  give  in  an 
excuse  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Council. 

Sec.  3. — Such  Arbitrators,  so  appointed,  shall  meet 
together  to  arbitrate  on  the  matter  in  dispute,  and  shall 
report  to  the  Council  their  decision  within  fifteen  days, 
unless  the  Council  shall  see  fit  to  grant  delay. 

Sec.  4. — In  all  cases  submitted  for  Arbitration,  such 
fees  shall  be  exacted  for  the  use  of  the  Board  of  Trade  as 
the  Arbitrators  shall  sec  fit ;  they  shall  also  decide  which 
party  shall  pay  the  same. 

Sec.  5. — The  Council  upon  receiving  the  award  from  the 
Arbitrators  shall  notify  the  parties  who  may  have  a  matter 
under  Arbitration  the  amount  of  the  fees,  and  that  on 
receipt  of  the  same  the  award  will  be  communicated  (o 
them.
